2. The Group will review the provisions of Prasar Bharati 
(Broadcasting Corporation of India) Act, 1990 and make 
recommendations regarding the restructuring of the Prasat 
Bharati. 


3. The Group will evolve its own procedure and may con¬ 
sult media experts and other sections of interested opinion.
